al Affective Disorder: 
. It is a gloom which 
eT ates through the buzz of 
Christmas holidays only to come 
to its full, awful bloom around 
February. 

The winter blues, they call it. 
Such a chilling, soul-numbing 
despondency happens nearly eve- 
ry winter and victims are many. 
Theeffects ofSAD can be devastat- 
ingtosome people, even lead them 
to contemplate suicide. 

Explains David Newman, who 
has suffered through SAD in the 
past: “SAD is an appropriate name 
for it, because there's a lot of sad- 
ness that goes along with it. The 
effort you have to put into just 
doingtheroutinethingsisso much 
that you don't want to do any- 
thing extra-curricular." 

When asked how deep into 
the abyss SAD would take him, the 
first word David Newman could 
come up with, and almost too 
quickly, was "suicide. That would 
peak in January or early February. 
You just don't want to live." 

Cold winters are hard on eve- 
ryone who can't afford to bask in 
the heat of a holiday in Mexico, 
Jamaica or anywhere else in the 
world thatisn’ta deep freeze. What 
makes winter more difficult for 
some people? 

According to Dave Bamford of 
Positive Changes Counselling 
Centre, “SAD needs to be treated 
as part of depression in general, 
and depression is a multi-faceted 
disorder. It's always wise to check 
with a physician and find out 
whether there are chemical im-

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balances and whether medication 
can give temporary relief." 

Bamford, who specializes in 
individual, couple and family 
counselling, notes that one of the 
stumbling blocks SAD-sufferers 
have is dealing with the stigma of 
words like "depression" or “med- 
ication.^ With the latter, there 
comes apprehension: if you're tak- 
ing prescribed pills, will others 
think of you as a "wacko" or per- 
haps some kind of addict? 


Fear and perception 


Says Bamford, "Medications 
given for depression are not ad- 
dictive. There's a fear and percep- 
tion of getting hooked on some- 
thing and it's not true." 

What is true is that anti-de- 
pressants can get someone suffer- 
ing from SAD back on track chem- 
ically. However, Bamford believes 
it's only the beginning of a true 
cure. “I think people need to look 
at what's happening as the result 
of the winter blues," says Bam- 
ford. "Perhapsit'striggering some- 
thing from their past or even 
caused by something unresolved 
in their present life." 

He cites problems at work or at 
home, particularly marital prob- 
lems or loneliness. 

"Things really seem to pile up 
in the winter or seem worse be- 
cause of the diminishing sun- 
light." 

What can a victim of SAD doin 
order to bring a little sunshine to 
his or her life? Bamford's recom- 
mendations are of a practical na- 
ture — things anyone can do to 
avoid even the most minor of win- 
ter blahs.

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“Morning sunlight appears to 
have the most positive effect. Go 
fora walk, facea south window for 
15 to 20 minutes in the morning. 
Use your lunch hours to get out of 
your workplace to go for a walk or 
go for a drive. 

“It’s also important to strength- 
en your social connections, main- 
ly with people who are warm and 
supportive and build up your self- 
esteem,” Bamford continues. 
"Don't just hibernate or withdraw. 
Exercise is always helpful, too, 
because it releases endorphins." 

If exercising seems a stretch, 
there are a few seemingly radical 
treatmentsa particularly depressed 
victim of SAD can entertain. New- 
man has tried a few of them, in- 
cluding suntanning sessions. 
"Tanning gets you out and that's a 
good thing," he says. Then, on a 
cautionary note, Newman adds, 
"There might be a slight advan- 
tage to the light, but you have to 
wear goggles and the UV lights 
aren't in the proper spectrum." 

Presently, the most accepted 
and suggested therapy technique

used to treat SAD is light therapy. 
"It's a high concentration of light 
that one would be exposed to for 
a couple of hours while watching 
TV or reading a book," Newman 
explains. 

"The most conventional way 
is through what's called a light 
box. It covers the full spectrum of 
light, is in direct view of the eyes 
and does the trick for a lot of 
people." 


Electrical storm 


What might also do the trick 
for those who are SAD, Newman 
hypothesizes, is finding a good 
electrical storm. "People always 
feel better around the time of elec- 
trical storms, because of all the 
negative ions," he says, then ex- 
plains the point behind this. 

"New research has just come 
on line that works with negative 
ion generators. During the winter 
period, the amount of negative 
ions decreases tremendously. 
There are favorable results to plac- 
ing people with SAD by a negative

“I just called him Murphy,” says playwright Ron Chambers. 
“Ah!” say I, quick to recognize an analogy. “I think I know of his 
laws..." 

“Oh,” responds Chambers, “I've never thought of that, that's 
quite interesting..." 

"Really?!" my voice breaks a full octave in the realization of a lame 
witticism gone horribly wrong. 

"Oh yeah, the parallels..." 

By God, Chambers's mulling tone seemed sincere! 

"He issomeone who would reinforce Murphy's laws, believe 
pude 

Less than an hour after getting off the phone with Ron Chambers 
from his home on the frozen floodplains of Lethbridge, 1 was at the 
frost-rimmed Roxy seated across from Theatre Network Artistic 
Director Ben Henderson. On Chambers, Henderson's first words 
were: 

"Ron has an amazing way of writing characters just a little bit 
larger than life and completely true at the same time. He's got a very 
keen ear for dialogue and a keen ear for the humor of situations like 
that." 

I could buy that. Funny thing was, Henderson and I were still 
talking in general terms only; I hadn't even mentioned that particular 
segment of my conversation with Chambers. 

Dirt is Theatre Network's 1996 season kick-off; Murphy is the central 
character. 

Murphy is an отету bastard who lives in a trailer on the outskirts of town. 
He's worked some, schemed some and been unemployed some more. His ultimate 
objective: to be left alone. 

It was with that premise alone that Chambers began Dirt. A couple of 
years ago, he ditched his usual intellectual concept/ preconceived attack 
mode and let loose on a three-week long-hand free-for-all writing binge 


“Lwas only a vehicle for the gods speaking," he humbly declares. With 
help from Toronto's Canadian Stage company and a few critical revisions, 


he had something he felt confident enough about to hand over to 
Henderson. 

Henderson didn't actively solicit Dirt. He did, however, leave 
Chambers an open invitation to submit any subsequent new work to him 
after he had directed another Chambers piece entitled Marg Szkaluha: 
Pissy's Wife in 1998. 

Marg, a one woman show, impressed Henderson by its strength of 
character and raw humor. Dirt, he found, maintained those traits with 


added bonuses: four more characters and active dialogue.

Bucking the system leads to Murphy's undoing, certainly, but 
Chambers is indifferently noncommittal about systems. 


“I don't like to align myself with any political faction,” he says, “I try to 


think of myself as a humanist 

“I guess the title may be representative of some of the ways some 
people of society choose to view other people, The ‘dirt’ of society and 
the ‘dirt’ they're associated with." 

Henderson agrees with Chambers self-assessment, again holding up 
Dirt’s list of crazed, deluded characters as evidence. He gets a litle more 
wound up on the political end than Chambers. 


"It has become very acceptable to say ‘We just can't afford it anymore. 


We hate doing it, but these are the kind of tough choices we have to 
" Henderson states basso politico, and finishes the thought
